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a - - kacao Bus Company, which in the latter part of 1951 had 
een operating with a monthly loss of more than 10,000 patacas, announced — 
that it would suspend business on 1 January 1952, and requested the kagao 
Government to auction off the compaay’s assetea. On 30 Devembar, LIU Chih-pin#, 
leader of the pro-Communist workers in the Kecao Bus Company, called a meeting 
at which it was resolved to demund spscial wages from the company, and to 
destroy the busses if the demand was refused. At the company's request, police 
were posted to protect the busses. 


When the »acao Bus Company stopped operations on 1 Yanuary and paid all workers 
their wages for “ecember and Jaiuary, the left-wing workers, on instructiona 
from the macao Labor Unicen, retused to accept tie wagea. About seventy of 

these workers held a meeting in front cf the bus puraze to elect representatives 
who should ask the nacao Goverment te allow tae workers to rua the bus company. 
For several days after this meeting sone forty left-wing worserea stayed at the 
company garage with the inteat of stesxling the busses and driving them into 
Communist Giina. 


After two more meetings, me of which was dispersed by the kacao Police, the 
left-wing workers seat representatives to the “acao Govermnent with the following 


reguests, none of which was cranted: 


a. The Government should force the company to pay the workers sin months’ wages 
as severance pay. 


od. The workers should be allowed to run the company during ite Liquidation, 
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o. ‘The Government showid guarantee thet any new company would employ all 
the old workers. 


4, The Masao Labor Union sent cables to Peiping and Canton requesting support 
for the bus workers. A loas] Supporting Committees was formed on 11 January. 
The Macao Labor Union requested denations for the workers, and various pro- 
Communist labor assoolations contributed over 3,000 patacas to this causa. 


& MA Waneoh'4, vice chairman of the liagao Chinese Chamber of Commerce, went to 
Canton to report the bus strike to the d<wangtung Yrovinoisl Labor Union, 
which subsequently ordered the wacao labor bnion to fight to the end. 


6. On 18 January the Macao Bus Company was sold for HK $360,000 to the Fu Li 
(4% #]) Bus Company, Limited. This new company was organized by P. J. Lobe, 
LIANG Ch'ang, CLUNG Teu-kuang, HO Ledea, and LIU Heng-chumg.* On the eame— 
day LIU and Peter P°ENG (5 ) want to the hacao Bug Company to take over all 
the equipment for the new company, which inteaded to reswuw operations oa 
all lines en 21 January, after the busses had besn repaired, The right-wing 
(sic) workers were dismiesed with an additional three months’ wages -6 
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Comment. The dismiasal of the left-wing trouble-makers would 
appear more reasonsble, and may have been what ccourred. However, the 
Lobo group have been consistently reported aa conoiliatory to the Chinese 
Communists in Macac. 
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
